Call Off Strike

Hitler, 
declaring 
the 
Allies 
are 
"drunk by their orgy of victory” and 
intend to destroy the G erm an n a ­ 
tion. exhorted Germ ans today to 
fanatical resistance until the Allies 
"get tired and will yet be broken.” 
‘The year 1918 will not be re ­ 
peated.” declared a 
m anifesto 
in 
H itler's name m arking the ten th 
anniversary of m ilitary conscription. 
It was broadcast from Berlin. 
O ffering a pallid hone of distant 
victory. H itler asserted "only those 
suffer defeat who are unw orthy of 
winning victory” and indicated G er­ 
many would fight on in guerrilla 
resistance if her armies were sm ash­ 
ed. 
"We witness both in the east and 
in the west what our people would 
have to face. 
Our task is therefore 
clear: to put up resistance and to 
wear down our enemies so long th a t 
until, in the end, 
they 
will get 
tired and will vet. be broken. Every­ 
body has therefore to fulfill 
his 
duty.” 
"It is my unshakable determ in­ 


ation and it m ust become the un ­ 
shakable will of us all to show the 
world no worse example th an our 
forefathers have given,” said the 
proclam ation dated : H itler's head­ 
quarters. 
“The year 1918 will not be repeat­ 
ed. We know th e fate G erm any would 
m eet otherwise. 
D runk by their 
orgy of victory, our enemies have 
clearly announced their war aim s— 
exterm ination of the G erm an n a ­ 
tion. 
"Even if fate ha: turned against 
us now, there can be no doubt th at 
these reverses can be overcome, as so 
often before w ith steadfastness and 
courage, with endurance and fan ati­ 
cism.” 
He declared th ere “can be but one 
com m and: 
"To deft all dangers with iron de­ 
term ination and to do everything to 
bring about a turn for the better, 
and for this purpose to stren g th ­ 
en the power of resistance of our 
nation and its arm ed forces both 
m aterially and spiritually. 
'•Just as great m ust be our fan ati­ 
cism in the destruction of those 
who are trying to resist our aim s.”
